Some years ago a young man, a semi- 
mute, graduated from a Western Insti- 
tution for Deaf-mutest. Tie had a tolei 
ably fair knowlodgi, of language, suffi- 
cient, no doubt, to enable him to do 
business with bin fellow men, in ordinary 
pursuitn. Not having learned any trade 
at (lie Institution from which ho gradu- 
ated) ho began to look around for some 
suitable employment. He solicited em 
ploymr nt of tbo barnen maker, the cab- 
inet maker, thetboe maker, (lie printer, 
and of leveral others in different oooa 
pations, each of whom, in turn, replied 
that they kept a regular set of men to 
■work for them and oonld not, thorofore, 
- 'iiijiloy him. It >s but fair to state, how- 
ever, that he at li in finding 
employment with a wood turner, who 
consented to take bim on trial. He 
worked two days, at tin' end of which, 
finding that all tho wagoa ho had earned 
auiounted to without board, ho 
left in disgust. Eh now turned kit 

(ion to farming. II hired out to a 
farmer for twelve dollars per month and 
board. Ho had seven cows to milk 
every night and morning, and was oblig- 
ed to keep on bis feet from morning till 
noon, and from noon till (onset, for the 
man to whom he hired was one of those 
clcse-fistod fellows who keep all they 
got and got all they can. Neverthe 
the mute did not. complain, and aftor 
working some time, he conoluded it was 
not so bad to be a farmer aftor all. he 
found that at the and of the twe months 
ho was the possessor of twenty |',)i lr do\- 
lars.

country there are none ; buildings here 
arc several stories high and present an 
eleganco of architecture, in that coun- 
try on the other side of the globe the 
houses are low, without floors or win- 
dows, Paper is used to put in placo of 
glass. There are no chairs to sit ou, 
nothing but the bare ground. Here 
we have yards, lawns, and beautiful 
parks, in China the houses are not bless- 
ed with such, the country round is lough 
as well as the roads, which aro narrow 
and filthy. "No parks, lawns, or fount- 
ains grace the city there. Tho people 
of China are avaricious. Thero ore no 
charitable institutions. Mr. Pierson 
heard of two charitable houio3, one for 
aged and infirm, and another used as a 
hospital. At first (ho inmates wore well 
cared for, but finally applicants were re- 
fused admission by the overseer. Now 
the two chaiity houses are tenantltss. 
Tho overseers have them all to themselves, 
leaving the sick, the aged and the infirm 
out in tho cold world. There are a hvge 
number of deaf-mutes to China and 
other parts of the heathen land. The 
blind, the maimed and the deaf and 
dumb are neglec'»d and left to perish. 
Some deaf and dumb perse ■< escape 
death and are employed in various 
drudgeries. Mr. Pierson has met Rever- 
al deaf-mutes. Oh ! how his heart did 
yearn to give them instruction. O, that 
some one would venture to start a school 
thero for our unfortunate brethren. 

In the forenoon we were honored with 
a visit from the Governor of Massachu- 
setts, and his council, who aro on a visit 
to charitable institutions, to sea hew their 
beneficiaries are cared for. No speeches 
wore made. A brief exhibition was held. 
Tho High Class and the Juvenile class 
were on the platform. The articulating 
class was excused, and then the honora- 
ble body repaired to the ladies' hall, 
where a collation was served to them. 
Tho visitors then took their leave. 
Tho Centennial fever is prevailing to 
a large extent and several of our tcacbora 
ha v.. taken it. Two of our lady teach- 
ers had a week's vacation to visit the 
great elephant at Philadelphia. After 
they had returned to school, another 
teacher went and he has also returned. 
There seems to be no end to the visitors, 
for lately a gentleman teacher with his 
wife and the matron took tho fever and 
aro now in Philadelphia, expecting to 
come back on Saturday next.
